Dogs, rain damage 
soccer field upgrade

A loose dog or dogs left ruts in 
the newly-graded Lower Shaw- 
sheen soccer field last week, and 
three inches of rain that fell 
Wednesday, Sept. 18, washed 
away much of the grass seed that 
had been spread on the field. 

Dan Cote, who is overseeing 
the renovation of the field for the 
Andover Soccer Assoc., said it 
will cost about $1,000 to regrade 
and reseed the field, but that the 
damage will not delay the 
planned opening of the field 
scheduled for the fall of 1997. 
Still, Mr. Cote was incredulous 
that anyone would let their pet 
do such damage. 

“I just couldn’t believe that 
people would let their dogs” do 
that, Mr. Cote said. 

The dogs left gouges 4 to 6 
inches deep. The repair will 
require a front-end loader to 
rake it. 

The lower field is being 
upgraded as part of a joint pro- 
ject between the town and the 
soccer group. The town approved 
$189,000 at April Town Meeting 
for installing lights and 


drainage, regrading and paving 
the track around the Lower 
Shawsheen field, and putting in 
a playground outside the track. 
Money was also included for 
improving the parking lot at the 
upper Shawsheen soccer field, 
and building a barrier so cars 
can not drive onto that field. 

For its part, the soccer associ- 
ation agreed to spend $25,000 to 
install sprinklers, grade and seed 
the lower soccer field. It also 
agreed to maintain the field, 
which includes mowing and 
annual upkeep. 

“Basically, what we’re doing 
is restoring the area to the way it 
was 40-or-so years ago,” Mr. Cote 
said of the entire project. 

The soccer association spent 
about $24,000 to do a similar 
upgrade to the Upper Shawsheen 
field last year. But they’ve 
already spent about $38,000 on 
the Lower Shawsheen work. Mr. 
Cote said they wanted “to do it 
right,” and they will just have to 
find the money somewhere. 

The field was nearly complet- 
ed prior to the damage last week.

Author Dan Dennett 
explores the mind 


Daniel C. Dennett of North Andover, for- 
muerly of Andover and one of the world’s 
foremost philosophers and cognitive scien- 
tists, offers an inquiry in his latest book into 
questions of consciousness and what we 
mean by “mind.” Expanding on many of the 
ideas he introduced in his Pulitzer Prize run- 
ner-up, Darwin's Dangerous Idea, Mr. Den- 
nett explores in his new book, Kinds of 
Minds: Toward an Understanding of Con- 
sciousness (Basic Books; July 1996), what the 
mind is, explains how it has developed, and 
ponders how and why the human mind has 
far surpassed those of other creatures. 

Combining research in cognitive science, 
artificial intelligence, and neurobiology with 
ideas from philosophy and evolutionary the- 
ory, he leads readers through an exploration 
of myriad perplexities, including: Can we 
really know what is going on in another per- 
son’s mind? Do animals — particularly those 
with complex behaviors — have minds? How 
does the power of language distinguish the 
human mind? What experiences, if any, does 
a baby have in the womb? Can a woman 
know what it’s like to be a man, and vice ver- 
sa? Could a robot ever feel pain or worry 
about the future? 

Beginning with the simplest molecules 
that can reproduce themselves, Mr. Dennett 
demonstrates how animal life progressed 
from a simple ability to respond to recurring 
environmental stimuli to ways of using pat- 
terns of past experience to predict the out- 
come in newly encountered situations. —

Doggone leash law 

Two Andover women who 
were walking their dogs at the 
Lower Shawsheen soccer field 
last Friday said they hated to see 
another “anti-dog article” in the 
Townsman, and that they were 
sick of dogs and their owners 
being trod upon in Andover. 

“It’s really hard for me to 
believe those dogs ruined an 
entire field of grass. It looks to 
me like the rain washed it 
away,” Peggy Rambach, of Arun- 
del Street, said of the damage at 
Lower Shawsheen soccer field. 

She was with her bull terrier, 
Lily. The second woman did not 
want to be identified. She said 
she is already getting grief for 
having her Rottweiler/shepherd 
mix in her apartment, she said. 
She also had a greyhound she 
was pet sitting. All three dogs 
were off their leashes. 

“Anything alive needs to have 
some freedom,” Ms. Rambach 


said. 

Ms. Rambach did have an 
“electric leash” on Lily. The dog 
has a collar through which the 
owner can provide a mild shock 
from a beeper-like device on her 
belt if the dog begins to do any- 
thing out of bounds. 

Both women were angered by 
the leash law and what they 
sometimes see as overzealous 
enforcement of it. If there is 
“harmony” among a group of 
people in a field with their dogs, 
they should be left alone, Ms. 
Rambach said. 

“It’s a very negative thing, to 
have that pleasure, and to then 
feel you’re going to be punished 
for it,” Ms. Rambach said. “It 
doesn’t make living in this town 
a pleasurable thing.” 

Ms. Rambach has lived in 
Andover four years. Her friend 
has been here two years. 

“I just feel like dogs are very 
much a part of our civilized life, 
and will always be part of our 
community. People should be 
more tolerant,” Ms. Rambach 
said. :

a right way and a wrong way to be, and “I 
don’t feel there’s much tolerance for anyone 
in between,” Ms. Rambach said. 

The two women had just met a short 
while earlier while walking their dogs. Both 
said owning a dog provides a social outlet, a 
way to meet others, both dog owners and 
non-dog owners. And that is something that 
is being destroyed by limiting the opportuni- 
ty for people to let their animals run in town. 
Pushing people out of town or out into the 
woods takes away a whole side of being a pet 
owner, said Ms. Rambach and the other 
woman. 

Ms. Rambach said town officials ought to 
ponder why so many otherwise law abiding 
citizens, like herself, will break a law like 
the leash law. 

“There should be some sort of compro- 
mise made,” she said. “If it continually gets 
broken, then something is wrong with the 
law.” 

There should be some place set aside in 
town where people could walk their dogs and 
let them run, she said. 

“I absolutely can’t resist seeing my dog 
romping with other dogs,” she said. “I hate 
the feeling that I’m somehow irresponsible 
or inconsiderate. Something is wrong in this 
town if there is such a schism.”

The Mazda, driven by Milton Segar- 
ra, 18, of Lawrence, slammed into the 
left side of the rear bumper of the bus 
and slid along under the frame of the 
bus for about eight feet before it 
climbed up over the left wheels and 
became stuck between the wheels and 
the body of the bus. 

“The roof of the car was gone when I 
got there,” the trooper said. 

Asked whether the Mazda was a 
convertible, Sgt. Pierce said, “It is 
now.” 

The bus driver also was not hurt, 
according to Sgt. Pierce.

CHANGING BOND PRICES 

While most people are familiar with the fact that higher profits 
generally drive stock prices up, fewer may realize that interest rates are 
what affect the price of a bond.

er really bothered me.” 

It doesn’t appear to bother 
T.J. Conte’s children either. He 
said when his youngest child’s 
teacher asked the class to write 
about their homes his child 
wrote, “My house is big. My 
house is different than yours.

Dewhirst and Conte Funeral 
Home’s service runs from 
around $1,000 for a simple cre- 
mation to more than $25,000 for a 
specific casket. 

“We don’t sell any, but we 
have them,” Mr. Conte said of 
the top-of-the-line coffin. Most 
caskets cost around $1,600 to 
$2,200, he said. 

Although he already has 
funeral homes in North 
Andover, Georgetown and Grov- 
eland, Mr. Conte said he believes 


the Florence Street home will 
attract more Andover families to 
Dewhirst and Conte. 

“We have served a lot of fami- 
lies from Andover in North 
Andover. We thought this would 
be more convenient for them,” 
said Mr. Conte. “Every time we 
would service (an Andover) fam- 
ily they would say, ‘Gee, I wish 
you had one here.’ ” 


Mr. Conte said several funeral 
homes have been looking to 
move into Andover for some 
time, but the trick was to find an 
appropriate building in the right 
neighborhood. 


“We'd been looking for many 
years.

changes that can 
happen here,” 
said Ms. Madden, 
displaying the 
work. “I was very 
encouraged when 
they gave that to 
me. I think it rep- 
resents everyone 
coming together. I 
don’t know what 
words to put on 
that.” 

But she does 
know this is some- 
thing that would 
not have _ hap- 
pened at the cen- 
ter when she 
arrived last 
September. 

“No,” she said. 
“Everyone was 
hurting too much, 
they were too dis- 
couraged.” 

Seniors and 
their supporters 
were particularly 
disheartened 
because the town 
had nixed several 
of their efforts to 
acquire land for a 
new senior center. 
There were frayed 
nerves and 
unstructured dis- 
cussions concern- 
ing how the center 
should operate. 

“There was hurt. It was very evident there 
needed to be a lot of healing. I think the place 
was really ready for team building,” said Ms. 
Madden. “Space had always been an issue 
and it was wearing people thin.” 

But at the same time Ms. Madden said she 
knew there were “tremendous resources 
here (and she) saw it would be very easy to 
let those resources bloom” like the flower 
now on her wall. 

The Friends fundraising group had 
already started working to acquire money 
for a new center and a senior store was being 
used to spread the word about the seniors’ 
activities. 

“When I came, although there was a lot to 
be done, I saw the people and the resources 
were here and I saw the hopes that people 
had — against all odds sometimes — to work 
together and work in this community,” said 
Ms. Madden. 

“People were great. In one way people 
were very up front about what needed to be 
done,” she said. “The thing I noticed the most 
was the people here were absolutely wonder- 
ful, the seniors, the staff.” 

Building team before building center 

One of the first things Ms. Madden tried to 
do was hand over the Senior Center reins to 
the seniors themselves. 

Except for the few seniors on the Council 
on Aging, she said there was a definite 
“empowerment issue.” 

“It’s not only welcome but necessary that 
they take leadership,” she said. “So it’s not 
just the staff saying this is what will happen 
or the town fathers saying this is how it will

be. It’s the seniors saying 
this is what we want.” 

Ms. Madden also tried 
to reach out to and bring 
in the large number of 
Andover seniors who had 
limited or virtually no 
contact with the Senior 
Center at all. She and the 
senior center staff did 
this by revising old class- 
es and designing new 
courses such as the cre- 
ative cooking class that 
began Sept. 12. They also 
began programs such as 
the artist-in residence art 
shows that showcase 
seniors’ paintings. Alice 
O’Toole, a 90-something 
artist who has never 
before had a show, is 
being featured this 
month in the Senior Cen- 
ter lobby, and Pat Becker, 
Senior Center staffer, 
said painting is what 
really keeps Ms. O’Toole 
going. 

“T think the first thing 
that we’ve done is really 
get the message out that 
this is an open and inclu- 
sive place and all seniors 
are welcome here,” said 
Ms. Madden.“We’re try- 
ing to create (a place) 
here for people to give 
back to the community. 

“Creativity is an 
important thing in gener- 
al, but particularly in our 
elder years,” she said. “While for the first 
time some people may pick up a paintbrush, 
others may come for the first time to exer- 
cise, others may come to volunteer. I really 
am excited about what’s going on.” 

But probably not satisfied. Ms. Madden 
does not seem to be a person who quietly 
accepts the status quo. 

In fact, when she arrived in Andover, the 
center had line dancing as one of its exercise- 
related programs. 

“So we have line dancing,” Ms. Madden 
said matter-of-factly, displaying her attitude 
at the time. Then she gave a “So-what?” 
shrug. 

“So why don’t we have more expressive 
dancing?” 

Next Friday an eight-week expressive 
dance class will begin. 

But Ms. Madden said her focus will be on 
providing expanded programming in the 
areas of culture, education and wellness. 

“Wellness programming, for example, was 
always pretty much restricted to whatever 
the Board of Health did” before this year, she 
said “There will be a major effort here” to 
attract engaging speakers. 

Soon, Ms. Madden wants to see the center 
offer more activities outside of the current 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m. hours. Seniors, after all, don’t 
just disappear in the evenings and on week- 
ends. 

But how far away is a new center for 
seniors? Two years? Three? Ms. Madden 
thought about answering, but then shook her 
head and said “Nah.”

Making Strides for those who need us

This is the time of year when orga-, 
| nizations hold runs, walks, bicycle 


rides and other events to raise mon- 
ey for causes. Much of it has to do 
with cancer, but a recent bike ride 
from Boston to New York raised 
money for AIDS research. For that 
one, Ila Cox of Central Street and 
Barbara Dillman of Blueberry Circle 
raised money by doing 315 miles on 
bikes four days beginning Sept. 5. 

“It was almost 3,500 riders,” said 
Ms. Dillman, who has lived in 
Andover just a year and said seeking 
pledges was a good way for her to 
meet people. She raised $2,000 from 
the ride and said she did it because “I 
really wanted to contribute in a dif- 
ferent way. I have written checks for 
years.” 

When I asked Ila Cox about a week 
before the AIDS ride why she was 


doing it, her answer came quickly 
and without hesitation: “Hey, ’'m a 
human, that’s why.” 

Last year I walked in the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society’s Making Strides 
Against Breast Cancer five-mile walk 
in Boston and I really didn’t feel very 
well.

It was at that walk that I first 
took off my hat, even though my hair 
was really just peach fuzz.

In fact, I felt 
as high as Barbara Dillman making 
the 315-mile ride from Boston to New 
York. I was supporting a, cause from

attending Andover schools for eight 
years, and living in town for my whole 
live, I have to agree that there are too 
many rules. 

Having never attended Andover 
High, I can’t say for sure if their rules 
are overwhelming, but I can say that 
the schools have too much control. I’m 
familiar with being forced. to hurry 
during lunch, not having enough 


library privileges, being told to take 


my hat off indoors and generally being 
stifled. It makes me feel as if school 
administrators don’t care about the 
Constitution. 

Even being on the street seems to be 
an offense. Kids are asked to leave 
when they’re skateboarding, but 
nobody will tell them where it’s OK to 
skateboard. Kids in stores are always 
watched carefully as if all kids are 
shoplifters, but unkempt or suspicious- 
looking adults are ignored. Kids using 
the Andover shuttle have to pay a $1 
fee, but elderly people who are within 
walking distance of town ride for free.

All kids should have the right to 
freedom of speech, which includes 
clothing, the right to have a safe area 
for play and recreations and a right to 
be downtown without being harassed 
by adults. An 11-year-old and a 31-year- 
old have one thing in common: They 
are both American citizens with equal 
rights.

mercial development, but to no avail. 
While I personally can see no other use 
for the property on Frontage Road and 
am not opposed to this building, | am 
extremely bothered by the employees 
of these companies who use our neigh- 
borhood as a shortcut to their places of 
employment. 

Osgood Street is an old, windy road, 
never intended for the traffic which it 
sees daily. As I went through the neigh- ” 
borhood recently, I counted over 50 
houses which have been built since | 
moved here in 1986. This in itself has 
contributed to the increase in traffic. 
Twice, members of my family have 
been involved in automobile accidents 
with oncoming traffic directly 
attributable to the poor road conditions 
and turns in the road. In each of these 
instances, the accident involved a long- 
distance commuter who exited Route 
495 at Route 133 and cut through our 
neighborhood to get to Vicor and Digi- 
tal. It was thought when Raytheon was 
built that a sign saying, “No Right 
Turn” would keep the homebound com- 
muter off Osgood Street, but just the 
other afternoon I counted five cars 
which made an illegal turn as I waited 
to turn onto the street. I know the 
police patrol the area periodically, but 
obviously those who make that illegal 
turn day after day feel the benefits of 
the shortcut far outweigh the conse- 
quences and I would be the first to 
agree. 

I suppose I should be happy that the 
street was recently resurfaced, but I 
find the cars are going much, much , 
faster. I’m concerned about the chil- 
dren who stand alongside of the road 
during the morning rush waiting for 
their school buses, many without bene- 
fit of a sidewalk. The zoning and plan- 
ning boards are permitting this indus- 
trial expansion, but who is going to 
protect our residential neighborhood? 

I have asked the public works 
department to erect some signs and 
keep these out-of-towners off our street 
and this is what I would suggest: 

¢ Signs on Route 133 would prohibit 
cars entering Brown Street and 
Haggetts Pond Road between 6 and 9 . 
a.m. Monday through Friday. 

¢« A sign on Osgood Street at the 
intersection of Frontage Road would 
say “No Through Traffic 3 to 7 p.m. 
weekdays.” 

* A much larger sign coming out of 
Raytheon saying “No Right Turn.” A 
sign coming out of Vicor saying “No 
Right Turn” and a sign coming out of 
Digital onto Frontage saying “No Left 
Turn.” I would hope that if such mea- 
sures were implemented, that employ- 
ees of all companies in the area would 
be notified and that the local police 
would increase their surveillance. I . 
certainly hope we are not going to wait 
until someone is seriously injured or 
killed before we take action.

CANKER SORES 

Usually arising at a single site, but often occuring as multiple 
ulcers, canker sores affect about half the population of this country. 
Theiir cause is often unknown, but they are believed to represent 
hypersensitivity reactions, often known as immune disfunction. For 
many people, canker sores accompany the eating of certain foods 
(especialiy acidic foods), appear after exposure to irritants, or result 
from trauma or injury to the mouth. Stress may also play a role. 
Canker sores usually run their course in three to fourteen days. To 
help the healing process along, patients may want to gargle with 
warm salty water or apply a nonprescription anesthetic cream or 
ointment to help ease the discomfort. If recurrences of canker 
sores are frequent, consult with the dentist about using a 
prescription steroid cream or mouthwash.

How to read an ATM card 


It apparently paid to advertise in the 
past as much as it does today. Histori- 
ans say the ancient Babylonians of 
around 3,000 B.C. were the first to hang 
signs above their stores showing what 
sort of wares were inside. 

Modern Americans are, more and 
more, learning to look for another sort 
of sign. Symbols show 
whether you can pay for 
goods and services with 
your ATM card, rather 
than cash or a credit card 
at thousands of retail 
locations. 

Those symbols and 
acronyms show you just 
where and how your card 
can be used. 

* Star system is a 
regional ATM network 
allowing cardholders 
access to thousands of 
ATMs throughout the western U.S. 
Most financial institutions offer a 
regional network service to their cus- 
tomers or members as a convenient 
way to obtain cash, transfer funds or 
check a balance. 

- Explore is a service available 
throughout the western U.S. that allows 
cardholders to use their ATM card to 
pay for gas, groceries and almost 
anything else. The purchase amount is 
deducted immediately from your check- 
ing account, so you save check writing 
time, avoid the hassles of showing iden- 


tification and there are no credit card 
charges.

Unlike credit cards, 
almost anyone with a 
checking account can get an ATM card. 
You save check writing time and can 
use your ATM card even where youre 
not known. In addition, many mer- 
chants will give cash over the purchase 
price of an item back to customers 
using ATM cards. That Way, you can do 
more shopping with fewer cards and 
you'll be better able to make last- 
minute purchases — from special bar- 
gains to spur-of-the-moment business 
trips, without a lot of trouble. That’s 
something those ancient Babylonians 
probably would have loved. 
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Few would argue that credit cards 
have become a large part of American 
life. And with so many solicitations in 
mailboxes, people may think credit 
cards are easy to get. The truth is, it 
takes a fair amount of planning and 
care to establish and keep a good cred- 
it record, according to credit card 
advisors. 

For starters, make sure you pro- 
vide a verifiable address on a credit 
application. Some credit card issuers 
do not give cards to an applicant 
using a post office box or general 
delivery address. And, if you have 
credit now, always pay at least the 
minimum payment on time, and 
avoid major blemishes on your credit 
report such as a bankruptcy, a non- 
payment turned over to a collection 
agency, a repossession, or a 90-day 
delinquency on a bill. 

If you're thinking of getting your 
first credit card or switching to anoth- 
er, don’t “over apply.” 

“What many people don’t know is 
that too many requests for credit can 
hurt them,” said Brian Kleinberg, “so 
avoid applying for too many credit 
cards or loans in a short period of 
time.” Financial institutions differ, 
but a good rule of thumb is not to 
have more than one or two credit card 
applications pending at one time. 
Also, make sure there are no more 
than 6-12 inquiries on your credit 
record for a six-month period. 
Lenders are suspicious when they see

too many requests for credit. They 
think the applicant is desperate for 
credit because he or she can’t get any. 

As always, don’t go overboard with 
credit. Manage all of your loans so 
you do not use any more than 90 per- 
cent of your available credit lines. 
Creditors look at the ratio of your 
required payments to your income, 
and most prefer mortgage costs to be 
less than 28 percent of income and 
non-mortgage debt payments to be no 
more than 12-15 percent of income. 

If you are married, consider having 
some cards in your name and some in 
your spouse’s name, so that each of you 
establishes an independent credit his- 
tory. This is particularly important for 
women who enter or reenter the work- 
force later in life. Many widowed or 
divorced women find out at the worst 
possible times that they cannot qualify 
for a credit card or a loan, because they 
do not have a credit history. 

Smart consumers know what cred- 
it bureaus are saying about them. Get 
a copy of your credit report at least 
every year or two. If you have been 
denied credit you are entitled to a free 
credit report within 60 days. _ 

Credit cards and bank loans can 
make life easier and expand your buying 
power. With a little care you can become 
credit worthy and stay that way.

ho will pay for your retire- 
W ment? You will. But you will 
probably have less than half 
of the annual income you will need to 
retire comfortably, according to a 
study commissioned by Oppen-heimer 
Management Corporation. The study 
found, however, that Americans may 
be able to close that gap by taking full 
advantage of retirement savings plans, 
increasing savings rates and investing 
for higher returns. The time to start is 
now. 

The American population is aging, 
making employers and the Govern- 
ment do more with less. More and 
more people will be receiving Social 
Security benefits and there will be 
fewer people paying into the system. 
According to the Social Security 
Administration, the largest benefit 
retirees can currently receive from 
Social Security is $13,536 per year — 
clearly not enough to fund retirement 
for most Americans.

Credit insurance pays during peri- 
ods of disability, involuntary unem- 
ployment and in the event of death. 
Usually it is for a limited term — the 
projected length of a consumer loan 
such as an automobile loan or a cred- 
it card. And rates are closely regulat- 
ed, varying from state to state. 

Credit insurance is available with 
most consumer loans, although it is 
not mandatory. A survey from the 
Credit Research Center at Purdue 
University indicates that the major1- 
ty of those surveyed believe credit life 
insurance, for them, was a good or 


ay 


fairly good deal. 

Low cost of the insurance was 
mentioned by 34 percent, as was the 
convenience of purchase without 
medical exam. 

Credit insurance is usually offered 
along with the consumer loan as an 
option. The survey found that only 1 
to 3 percent of loan applicants felt 
that buying credit insurance would 
improve their chances of getting the 
loan, so the vast majority did not feel 
pressured into buying it. 

What motivates most credit insur- 
ance buyers? As one consumer put it: 
“IT don’t want my family to have to 
pay it.” 

Which is a better deal: buying a 
term life insurance policy or a usual- 
ly lower-cost and shorter-term con- 
sumer credit insurance policy? 

The answer, according to credit 
insurance experts, is that the short- 
term, low-cost credit insurance policy 
saves money, and usually waives the 
annoying requirement of a past 
health history or a medical exam.

When’s a good time to tackle your 
tax? Now is always the moment to put 
your tax burden on a reducing regi- 
men. Here are some tax planning tips 
that may help: 

- Maximize your contributions to 
tax-deferred retirement plans such as 
401(k) plans, Individual Retirement 
Accounts (IRAs), 403(b) plans and 
Keoghs. 

- You can gift $10,000 a year ($20,000 
for couples) to as many people as you 
want and pay no gift tax. If you are ina 
higher tax bracket, it may make sense 
to transfer assets to family members 
such as children over 14 who are in a 
low tax bracket. Gifting can also be an 
excellent estate planning strategy, 
since these annual gifts may not be 
considered part of your taxable estate. 

- Look into tax breaks provided if 
you invest in the stocks of qualified 
small businesses, new business ven- 
'tures and specialized small business 
investment companies. 

- Consider reducing your tax bill 
through charitable donations. if you 
are a higher income taxpayer, you will 
get more tax savings from charitable 
donations than under previous tax law 
and your gifts of appreciated property 
to charities will not subject you to the 
alternative minimum tax. 


Tax planning tips 


- Make sure you get a written 
acknowledgment of any charitable 
contributions in excess of $250. You 
may not claim a deduction without 1t. 
Canceled checks are not considered 
adequate substantiation. 

- For many investors, an IRA is a 
good idea. The earnings on your IRA 
contributions grow tax-deferred, 
regardless of whether you can deduct 
the contributions on your tax return. 

- Consider tax-free investments (i.e. 
municipal bonds). They pay lower 
yields than comparable taxable invest- 
ments but, depending on market condi- 
tions and your individual tax bracket, 
the income earned may be more attrac- 
tive on an after-tax basis.
